Today

W A SH IN G T O N . M ay 9 — i7P>— 
vVe bust our 
stitches 
debating 
roops-for-Europe and no sooner 
finish than we get up to our necks 
in the Truman-MacArthur 
fra­ 
cas. 


And while we argue what 
we 
should do abroad, we’re starting 
another debate on what we should 
do here at home. Congress has 
started hearings on whether to 
continue the Defense Production 
Act (D P A ) 


Congress passed D PA late last 
summer when the defense pro­ 
gram started because it faced a 
problem: since the program would 
chew up materials, when they got 
scarce, how could inflation be a- 
voided? 


So Congress passed D PA which 
gives the government authority to 
control materials, wages, prices. 
But Congress said D P A and all 
the controls would end June 30 
unless-- 
Congress by that time, having 
looked over the situation, decided 
D P A and the controls were still 
needed and 
therefore voted 
to 
continue D P A another year or so. 
Since the defense program w ill 
continue several years, at least, 
Congress isn’t likely to wipe out 
D PA and the controls altogether 
although 
it 
may 
make 
some 
changes in the act. 
President 
Truman 
not 
only 
wants D P A continued — he wants 
Congress to renew it for two years 
beyond June 30 -- but he also 
wants 
it 
strengthened, 
which 
means giving the government even 
more control power. 
The Senate banking and cur­ 
rency committee began hearings 
yesterday into all this, planning to 
hold them for 20 days while 60 
witnesses say what they think of 
it: representative^ of government 
agencies, unions, and farm and 
business organizations. 
This w ill probably produce 
a 
repetition of what happened in 
the days of O PA, every time Con­ 
gress faced the problem of renew­ 
ing O PA for another year or a- 
bolishing it. 
Each group in turn seemed to 
say: “ oh, by all means, keep O PA 
because it’s needed but it’s too 
tough on us.” In other words, it’s 
fine for the other guy, but not for 
me. 
Meanwhile, there’s another fire 
in progress: this is the fight over 
the government’s order of April 
28 to roll back prices on beef. 
People in the meat business, and 
their supporters in Congress, are 
kicking up a storm. 
This meat order of O PS — the 
Office of Price Stabilization -- had 
hardly been issued 
before the 
meat industry began to swamp 
Congress with protests, either by 
telegram or personal representa­ 
tives who rushed here. 
Pretty 
soon 
some 
powerful 
voices in Congress began to protest 
the order. For instance, Senator 
Ellendor, Louisiana Democrat and 
chairman of the Senate’s agricul­ 
ture committee, predicted:

No Reason for War 


“ Today in the midst of all this 
war talk,” he declared, ‘ I can see 
no intelligent reason for a war 
with Russia, but if it does come, 
this nation, to survive, must be 
ready for grave eventualities.” 


The speaker asserted that to 
keep our economic situation w ith­ 
in bounds, safe credit 
controls,

Hunting the Answer 
How best the educational process may be 
continued after formal schooling is over is 
a problem the Ford Foundation has set it­ 
self.

1 00 ,000 Sonnets Keep Doc Busy 


NEW YORK — Among 
other 
distinctions, M errill Moore is one 
of our few poets, if not our only 
poet, whose work is reviewed in 
medical journals. 
His latest little 
volume, “Il­ 
legitimate 
Sonnets” 
(Wayne 
Publishers), was favorable 
re­ 
ceived 
by 
the 
New 
England 
Journal of Medicine, along with 
some non-lyrical works titled "A 
Prim er 
of 
Venous 
Pressure, ’ 
“Pathology in General Surgery” 
and “The Abornal Pneuomence- 
phalogram.” 
The medical interest in Moore’s 
non-medical, uninhibited, realis­ 
tic poems 
is easily 
explained. 
For, besides being 
the 
world’s 
most prolific producer of sonnets, 
a long distance swimm er (who at 
48 still crawls two miles just for 
exercise) and an industrious sea 
shell collector, M errill Moore al­ 
so is a prominent 
Boston 
psy­ 
chiatrist. 
He believes he is the first poet 
to have his work reviewed in the 
New England Journal of Medi­ 
cine since 
Dr. Oliver 
Wendell 
Holmes. 
Dr. Moore 
also has 
been re­ 
viewed by lay critics. Those who 
liked his 
poetry 
said 
of him: 
“Kinsey in verse” . . . “acute in­ 


sight” . . . “Dr. Moore’s therapy 
for the repressed traditional son­ 
net has released 
its inhibitions 
and shown it how to go out and 
have a good time . . . ” 
Dr. Moore, a tall, ruddy 
man 
w ith greying brown hair and an 
easy out-going manner, estimates 
that in the past 30 years 
he has 
w ritten more than 100,000 son­ 
nets. They are all filed chrono­ 
logically in a 20 x 20 x 20 build­ 
ing built just for that purpose be­ 
hind Ijis Boston home. 
He has published about 
2,000 
sonnets. “Only about one out of 
20,” he says, “is worth printing. 
But I’d rather write IO lousy son­ 
nets and not lose on 
good 
one 
than wait and w ait and not write 
any at all.” 
The poet-psychiatrist's 
father 
was John 
Trotwood 
Moore, a 
w riter of highly 
romantic, O r­ 
thodox novels. Dr. Moore's poe­ 
try is far from Orthodox. 
“Psychoanalytically, I suppose, 
I was competing with my father,” 
he explains, “But I find it easier 
to write sonnets than not to write 
them. They 
provide 
an escape 
from my work, a chance at self- 
study and an opportunity to set 
my fantasies down.

It is not commonly known that 
the 
same 
overgrowth 
of blood 
vessels which 
accounts for the 
ordinary “birthm ark” when it ap­ 
pears on the skin can also occur 
in other parts of the body. Med.- 
cally, such growths 
are consid­ 
ered as tumors and are known as 
hemangiomas. By 
far the 
most 
common type of tumor occurring 
in new'born babies, they are either 
apparent at birth or show up soon 
thereafter. 
They may vary in size from a 
! tiny spot to those which cover al- 
i most half of the body. As I said 
I earlier, they are sometimes found 
I internally, 
but the great m ajor­ 
ity, however, occur on the skin 
I and in tissues near the skin, the 
favorite 
location being 
on the 
skin of the head and neck. Less 
commonly they are found around 
I the 
eye, 
in the brain, 
on the 
tongue, in the intestinal tract, or 
in the liver. There is an indica- 
j tion that girls have the condition 
twice as often as boys. 


Size of T u m o r 
Ju st w hat treatm ent should be 
used depends not only on the size 
I of the tum or but also on its loca- 
j tion. Obviously, 
if the 
heman- 
1 gioma is located in the brain, or 
j in any of the intestinal organs, 
i operative treatm ent will be nec­ 
essary. 
; 
One 
type of these 
tumors i s , 
j known as a portwine stain. These 
| are large purplish growths which 
■ are usually flat. It has been sug­ 
gested 
that in some cases these 
markings 
may 
be made 
less 
noticeable by rubbing with sand­ 
paper. 
Of course, this must be 
tarried 
out in 
a hospital. The 
camouflaging of 
these marks is 
often possible 
with various cos- 
I metics, 
and sometimes they can 
be permanently 
camouflaged by 
; tattooing. Small hemangiomas on 
| the surface of 
the skin may be 
; frozen with dry ice. 
Larger ones 
I are sometimes treated by inject- 
i ing sclerosing solutions into them, 
j or 
by tying 
off 
blood vessels. 
I Many 
of them, however, require 
surgical 
removal, 
the best and 


quickest method where the tumor 
is well sealed off from surround­ 
ing tissue. 


X-Ray Treatment 
The treatm ent of any hem an­ 
gioma with X-ray should be car­ 
ried out with the greatest of cau­ 
tion, particularly if the growth is 
near the breast bone, spinal col­ 
umn, on the scalp, breast, or eye 
On the 
other hand, 
a hem an­ 
gioma of the tongue or liver may 
best 
be treated 
by X-ray 
or 
radium. 
In 
each 
instance, the growth 
m ust be carefully 
studied to de­ 
term ine its type and the selection 
of treatm ent, 
on the basis of the 
method which w’ill 
most quickly 
and safely eliminate it.
